MATACONG, 


The lsland of Matacong is about a mile 
anda’ half long, and. is about fifty miles 
from Sierra Leone. 1 possesses no ‘bhar- 
bour, and the steamers trading between the 
Ooast ‘and Liverpool have to anchor about 
four miles off when they have- occasion to 
call for cargo, The principal articles ob- 
tained are gum, peanuts, india-rubbor, and 
beeswax. hese, however, are not the 
production of the ieland, ‘but are landed 
there by coasting vessels, the place being 
used os a depot. There are French and 
English houses at Mataoong, the principal 
being that of Messrs, Fisher and Randall, 
of Manchester and Liverpool. “Many 
‘American vessels also touch at the island, 
chiofty to load ‘peanuts and hides, - From 
Matacong numbers of bullocks-are nent to
